The Associated Press' non-partisan

"These (penalty provisions) 
would make

unlawful

or give away intoxicating liquor 
(defined as any beverage that 
contained more than one-half of 
one per cent of alcahol by 
weight). 
The first conviction 


would be punishable by a fine 
of from $100 to $1,000; the sec- 
ond conviction by a fine of from 
$200 to $2,000; and all subse- 
quent convictions by a peniten- 
tiary sentence of from one to 
five years. 


"If a person convicted the 
first or second lime failed to 
pay his fine immediately, he 
would be committed to the state 
penitentiary to work out the 
fine and costs at the rate of $2 
a day." 
All. of us are agreed that the 
pending poll-tax repealer is a 
"totalitarian" 
invasion of t h e 
home-rule rights of the states—but 
what a poor pleader for this cause 
is a newspaper'which deliberately 
betrays democratic government on 
a far more ancient cause . . . the 
right of the citizen to walk down 
the street with his 
person 
safe 
from physical arrest! 
Speaking of "totalitarian" rule, 
Europe could take lessons from a 
Prohibitionist. 
He argues that because one out 


of a hundred persons mishandles 
liquor, liquor ought therefore to be 
prohibited. 
But half the people don't handle 
money competently, and this is a 
far greater cause of human misery 
and suffering than liquor is. Should 
the right of the free citizen of a re- 
public to handle his own money be 
therefore taken away? 
It would be just as legal as any 
liquor prohibition—for

founded on the gospel

Closing of War 
Plants Feared 
by Secretary 


Washington, Oct. 29 — (/!')— Secre- 


tary of the interior 
Ickes said to- 


day that some plants furnighing 
electric power vital to war produc- 
tion would have to shut down if 
WPB insisted on literal compliance 
with its general order for curtail- 
ment of the use of critical mater- 
ials in construction projects. 
Ickes said he had asked the WPB

He told his press conference the 
WPB order was directed to the 
contractors doing the work, but he 
was keeping going the work he 
considered necessary, having given 
the order "such interprtation as 
it seemed the situation warrented."

"time to make exceptions." 
Ickes said the interior

This shift in invaslion pressure 


soulhwestward from the

noted as Stalingrad's 
garrison held on in the 66th day 
of siege against German attempts 
to capitalize on a 200-yard gain in 
bloody fighting yesterday. 


That advance was estimated by 
Red Star to have cost the enemy 
five battalions of troops killed or 
wounded (roughly 3,000 men) and 
20 tanks wrecked or burned. 
Ten times the Nazis with large 
troops and tank forces 
charged 


into a gap between two factories, 
edging forward yard by yard until 
they finally were stalled, the Army 
newspaper said, in a crossfire of 
machincguns 
camouflaged 
in the 
factory buildings.

Running Arctic Bomber Lane 
to Russia Is a Tough Job

WITH U. S. Naval Forces in a 


United Kingdom Port —(Delayed) 
—(/?}— Americans who are fighting 
the battle 
of 
supplying Russia 
through the drad "Bomber Lane" 
of the Arctic take their ordeals of 
fire and frigid waters in workaday 
stride. 


U. S. Navy gunners and mer- 


chant seamen interviewed in this 
nerve center 
of convoy control 
were all survivors of attacks by 
U-boats that hunt in packs and tor- 
pedo bombers that swarm like bees 
— but they have but one theme: 
To fight through to victory, what- 
ever the odds. 


Among more than 100 naval per- 
sonnel survivors brought here after 
their ships were shot out 
from 


under them were William Harkins 
of Gloucester, N. J., and Albert P. 
Friday of West Point, Miss., U. S. 
Navy gunners on a merchantman. 


Their's war typical of the grim 


and heroic stories told without fuss 
or feathers. 


Their vessel was dive-bombed, 
then attacked by a level bomber 
and finally sprayed with incendiary 
bullets by a strafing plane. When 
she could stand no more, her crew 
and gun crews took to lifeboats. 


They sailed and rowed for 10 dans 


before reaching sanctuary in Rus- 
sia 350 miles away. They were two 
months in a Soviet hospital under 
treatment for frozen 
feet. 
Then 
they returned to Britain over the 
same submarine-ridden route. 


And of their 10 days in an open 


ooat with 21 other men in Arctic 
waters so cold a man's flesh would 
Lurn dead white in mere minutes, 
Friday only said, quietly: 


"It wasn't 
so bad, except for 


those two days it snowed." 


Harkins, looking on the bright 


iide of things, too, explained: 


"We were lucky. We had a mate 
'ho knew what it was all ubout 


j and we had a good navigator. We 
had plenty of supplies and cigar- 
Jettes yn the boat and that helped 


a lot — especially the cigarettes. 


"We had a good wind and were 
able to sail on a direct course for 
two full days. That saved a lot of 
rowing." 


This calm tale of heroism under 
torturous 
conditions 
can 
be 


matched a thousand times by the 
U. S. Navy gun crews and mer- 
chant seamen who risk death con- 
saintly from bombs, bullets and 
ice to deliver armaments and sup- 
plies to the hard-pressed Russian 
armies. 


The 
most 
blood-chilling story 


from the convoy survivors came 
from Ensign William Roy Kirby of 
Coffeyveill, Kas., in relating his ex- 
periences of Sept. 13 when Ger- 
man torpedo bombers made a mass 
attack. 


"We were the leading ship in the 
convoy's starboard 
column," he 


said. "The leading ship in another 
column blew up with flames shoot- 
ing up about 300 feet — and then 
we got it. A torpedo hit in the hatch 
where we were carrying ammuni- 
tion." 


Two more torpedoes crashed into 
the vessel, which went down in 
three minutes. All had to take to 
the water and swim for it for only 
one literati was launched. 


;'l dived for that one," 
Kirby 
said, "but when I came 
up it 


wasn't there. I remember thinking 
1 might become too numb to tie 
a knot so I wrapped a line tiiey 
threw me around my wrist about 
eight times. I felt a pressure on 
the rope and then 1 don't remem- 
ber more." 


By that time he had been in the 
water, estimated to 
have 
been 
about 28 degrees, for 40 minutes. 
"Later they told me that some- 
one on the rescue ship climbed 
down and grabbed me around the 
shoulders and pulled me aboard," 
he said, "I sure thought I was a 
goner."

Spray to Cure 
Common Colds

form of sulfanilamide spray, to be 
used for common colds and burns, 
was shown to the American Public 
Health Association today. 


The spray has been under trial 


at several scientific institutions for 
colds and sore throats. No reports 
have been published, but the verbal 
reports have been favorable. The 
spray is not used for sinus troubles. 


The base of the spray is sulfadia- 


zine, a new compound which is the 
least harmful to human 
beings of 


any of the sulfanilamide prepara- 
tions.
